HAVING turned into a foot-path leading 
acrofs fome ficlds, we arrived prefently in fight

of the world, I can never help admiring the neg 
lected neighborhood, where aecent povei ty my 
find fo many comfertable retreats, be hid from 
gezing fcorn, and enjoy a purer gale than the 
Choaked city can «fford. ie

Far from this period be the baneful hour

Here till may honeft Induftry retreat,

It-has been, I know, very m fathion of 
late to cry out againft thefe tit! tions (el- 
pecisily when they prefume to &Ppro:ch more 
ftately sbwildiags) as nuifances to the neighbor- 
hoods in hn they flang. And not among the 
leaft cruel of the practices by which the higer or- 
ders of tociety among us wantoniy, and with im- 
punity, opprefs the poer, is the modern tyranny 
of extermiuating, from the vicinity of each proud 
manhon, the inhabitants of thefe humble theds. 

lf a gentleman (for {uc is the title with which 
we perveriely dignify every two legged bein 
whom fortune has eievated sbeve the common feek 
ings of humanity) purchafes a {mall eftate, or 
takes a leaie of any antiquated manfion, almof 
the fir’ flep he takes towards accomplifhing his 
projccied improvements, is to level the furround- 
ing cottages to the ground, and drive the wretch- 
ed inhabitants from the fpot, dear to them, per- 
haps, frora che remembrance of their own infan- 
tile fports, or from the comforts it has afforded to 
their little fami‘ies. 

but the fl vith, maxims of the age have forbid- 
den a tongue to the attachments or the neccfliies 
of the poor; or if heart-felt anguith thould fome- 
times force a murmur, grandeur and opulence 
have no leifure for their complaints. The im- 
perious Lord is not content with his own fupe- 
rior.ty: He envies the poor pesfant (by the [weat 
of wiele brow he eats) even the wretched offal 
of his own indufry. Air and the checrful verdare 
of the field ‘are luxuries too great for poverty : 
OF, perhups his terder feedings cannot endure the 
fight of iuch wreichednefs; and he finds exter- 
mination lefs exoen!:ve than relief, 

Whatever be the caufe, the poor inhabitant is 
driven from his cottage, from his little garden, 
and his bubbling fpring, to feek, perhaps, a mif- 
erable habitation within the fmoky confines of 
fome increafing town; whert, among narrow 





lanes, houfe crowding upon houle, and every 
floor, €very room containing its feparate family,

he is deomed to fee the once cieanly partner of 
his joys and cares, who had ufed by her indultry 
to athit his own, compelled to dedicate her whole 
+ anceffant labor to fruitiefs efforts for the preferva- 
tion of a fufficient degree of cleanline{s in her fam- 
ily to prevent the contagious approaches of dif- 
eafe:—be is doomed, in all prob«bility, to be- 
held thofe infants who, with heslth an cheerful- 
nefs painted on their checks, could ftretch their 





flowers with which they loved to decorate their 
fun-burnt bofoms, now drooping and inadive, 
confined within a narrow {moky room, and tied, 
perhaps, (for dread of accident) toa chair; there 
to languith into decrepitude, leaning the palid, 
walted cheek upon the fhoulder, till friendly 
death relieves them from the gloomy profpedl of 
helplefs manhood. 

Shame upon thee, unfeeling grandeur! If the 
fpreading branches of thy pride afford not thelrer 
io the lowly, ufeful thrubs that {pring by nature 

round thee, what is thy worth to man? If thy 
fruit boughs (pread defolation o’er the tract 
they cover, Realon ories out ro fell thee to che 
earth. Be wife then, learn humanity in time, be- 
fore the indignation of mankind (whofe patience, 
like his-powefs, is limiced) lay the keen ax to 
the root, and exclaim, with uplifted arm— 

@ Why cumbereth it the- ground ?”*
